world will lose its aspect of tragedy 
and will gently be resolved for the 
benefit of everyone. Some will have 
gained, along with their freedom, their 
full rights to life; the others will 
have lost, along with their superfluou- 
sness, the fear of losing it all. And 
undoubtedly, the privileged of today 
will be the ones to benefit the most, 
in general terms. And that should put 
them to shame, since they are incapable 
of serving themselves; some of them 
need a slave to help them even to eat 
and to sleep. When the slave will no 
longer be there, they will have to acq- 
uire different habits, which will turn 
them into useful and active beings, 
capable of uniting their impulses to 
the collective effort that will then be 
applied to the harsh roughness of nat- 
ure, and no longer to the stupid fight 
of man against man. 

But false interests continue to exert 
a domineering influence over the minds 
of the bourgeois, and if a portion of 
the workers continue, as they have so 
far, their opposition through passivism 
or their betrayals against the cause of 
labor, the change will come through 
violence, crushing the obstructionists 
of progress.

People For A Free Society (PFAFS) is a non- 
profit, Anarcho-syndicalist collective. The 
main focus of our work is on that of educa- 
tion.

We believe in the collective 
power of the workers and the poor to succes- 
sfully defeat the tyranny of Capitalism and 
Authority (e.g., Industrial Direct Action, 
Unions, The General Strike).

they oppose it simply because they do 
not understand their true interests, 
which are the same for every human ent- 
ity. 



Stealing the bread from others means 
placing one's own sustenance in certain 
danger. Snatching the happiness of oth- 
ers means chaining oneself. Destroying 
other people's happiness in order to 
fabricate our own from its remains is 
nonsense. Because to attempt to raise 
one's own happiness over the misery and 
the grief of others is comparable to 
wanting to fortify a building by destr- 
oying its foundation. Nevertheless, most 
of the people, deceived by the appeara- 
nce of their false interests, walk thr- 
ough the world like that, in search of 
their welfare under the banner of this 
absurd principle: to harm in order to 
benefit.

The particular interests of individu- 
als, as well as those of the collective 
majority, lie in the complete satisfac- 
tion of their moral and physical needs, 
in the enjoyment of life, without thre- 
ats or burdens that may embitter them. 
Those that oppose them, by breaking the 
ties of solidarity that nature establi- 
shed between members of the species, are 
working against themselves; since hurt- 
ing others makes one's own welfare, 
which cannot be everlasting or certain, 
impossible: in the midst of a society 
that sleeps on thorns; of a society 
where hunger parades its pale face in 
front of full shops; where a portion of 
the men, who work themselves to exhaus- 
tion, can barely clothe or feed themse- 
lves; where the other portion of them 
snatch whatever comes cut of their hands 
and their minds only to give to the moth 



and to useless monopoly; in an unbalan- 
ced where both wealth and misery abound; 
where the concept of justice has such 
and iniquitous interpretation that many 
barbaric institutions are maintained for 
the sole purpose persecuting and tortu- 
ring the innocent victims of the aberr- 
ations that exist around them. 

Heredity, education, and the unequal 
circumstances in life will already have 




created profound moral and even physical 
differences between the bourgeoisie and 
the proletariat; but one natural law 
keeps them united in the same common 
tendency; their personal improvement. 
There lies the true interest of every 
human being. And knowing that, makes it 
imperative to act rationally, by over- 
coming class prejudice and turning one's 
back on romanticism. Neither Charity, 
nor Humanitarianism, nor Self-sacrifice, 
have quite enough power to emancipate 
humanity, as does conscious Egoism. 

There, where the bourgeois may be wise 
enough to understand it, the transform- 
ation of the present system is unavoid- 
able and it would best serve their int- 
erests to facilitate tie transformation, 
rather than to oppose it with stubborn
